JARVIS - GANN: HOW BAD 
DO WE WANT TAX RELIEF

• Which taxpayers will 
benefit? 

Previous tax limit initia¬ 
tives have been viewed as 
faulty mechanisms for distri¬ 
bution of tax savings. As¬ 
suming that the major pur¬ 
pose of such limitations is 
homeowners property tax 
relief, it should be noted that 
an across- the- board limit 
provides most of its benefits 
to owners of business or in¬ 
come - producing property. 
This effect was not fully 
understood until the first 
Watson Initiative campaign 
in 1968, where It was deter¬ 
mined that since 65 per cent 
of the property tax was paid 
by business, an across-the- 
board approach also gave 65 
per cent of the relief to busi¬ 
ness. 

Since the Jarvis - Gann 
proposal, iunlike the home- 
owner’s exemption, is an ,un- 
targeted approach, nearly 55 
billion in ^.5 billion first- 
year property tax savings 
would go to non-homeown¬ 
ers. Of course, the business 
tax “windfall," if any, could 
not be determined until af¬ 
ter replacement revenu e s 
were selected. 

Another feature of Jarvls- 
Gann which seems to unin¬ 
tentionally discri min ate 
against homeowners is the 
provision requiring the re¬ 
appraisal of property at the 
time of sale. Some major in¬ 
dustrial plants may never be 
sold, thus carrying their 1975 
assessments (plus 2 per cent 
Increase per year) indefinite¬ 
ly. Since a single-family 
home is sold, on the aver¬ 
age, once evety seven years, 
property sales would more 
heavily affect resident 1 a 1 
valuation. 

There is ^ilso the question 
of equal tax treatment of 
similarly situated h o m e - 
owners. Homeowners in iden¬ 
tical market value houses, 
.next door to one another, 
could pay substantially dif¬ 
ferent property taxes for the 
same government services 
simply because one house 
had not been sold and the 
other had. « 

For example, assume two 
neighboring $40,000 market 
value homes, and project a 
two per cent compound^ an¬ 
nual Increase. In five years, 
each house would have a 
constitutionally defined mar¬ 
ket value Of $44,161. At the 
beginning of the sixth year, 
one house sold for $64,000, 
which is a rather modest, 
one per cant per month re¬ 
flection of valuation in¬ 
creases in the California 
housing market. It is, never¬ 
theless, a 60 per cent growth 
in valuation over the five- 
year period, ance it is not 
certain how the Jimit works 
with respect to the home- 
owner exemption, simply 
assume that the full markrt 
value is taxable at one per 
cent This would mean that 
one homeowner would pay a 
property tax bill of $441.61 
and the owner of the newly 
repurchased and revalued 
house WOTild pay a property 
tax bill of $640, 45 per cent 
higher than the Identical 
house next door. 

Estimation of total home- 
owner benefits under Jarvis- 
Gann is impossible, because 
property tax savings have to 
be netted against higher 
federal and state income 
taxes (due to loss of prop-

Telephone 
Refund Due 

Refunds totalling abo u t 
$10 million will be credited 
to January bills of General 
Telephose customers, the 
California Public Utilities 
Commissiioni has announced. 

Refunds to one-party, flat- 
rate residential customers 
with one telephone will be 
about $3.50. 

Refunds to other oustom- 
ers will be proportional to 
their billings according to 
the number of main tele- 
pljones and trunks they use. 

The refunds were ordered 
In a Jime 28 PUC decision 
which also directed Genera! 
to reduce its rates effective 
July 18. 

The refunds are for the 
period from January, 1976, 
to July 18 this year when 
the lower rates were placed 
Into effect and stem from an 
Increase in intrastate long 
distance rates which was 
granted to Pacific Telephone, 
but which was also realized 
by General, in 1976, plus 7 
per cent Interest.

Major problems seem to 
confront any future general 
obligation bond financing. A 
two-thirds vote Of the quali¬ 
fied electros is required to 
impose special taxes within 
a district, but, apparently, 
no new ad valorem taxes can 
be raised, even if approved 
by a two-thirds vote of the 
people. If general obligation 
bonds are In some way still 
allowed under the amend¬ 
ment, the two-thirds require¬ 
ment would seem to be an 
impossible hurdle. If, for ex¬ 
ample, 65 per cent of all 
registered voters turned out, 
all voting “yes" on a bond 
issue, it could still go down 
to defeat for failing to meet 
the requirement that two- 
thirds of aU registered voters 
approve It 

F\irther, since the proposal 
excludes from the limit prior 
voted-approved general obli¬ 
gation bond levies, it may be 
assumed that future voter-

ARTICLES BY SENATOR 
ON PANAMA CANAL ZONE 


Ratification of Treaty Expected 
By Senate Only In Early 1978 

(This is the third in a series of articles on the 
Panama Canal question.) 

By DJS. Senator S. I. Hoyokowa 


I come now to the Pana¬ 
ma Canal negotiations re¬ 
cently completed and the 
treaties signed on September 
7 by President Carter and 
General Torrlpos. Let us ex¬ 
amine first the principal 
arguments of those who wish 
to see the treaties ratified 
by the U.S. Senate. 

It is being said that 
sharing responsibility and 
eventually giving up owner¬ 
ship of the Canal will not 
matter much because it is 
becoming less and less suit¬ 
able for present and future 
.navigation, since ships and 
tankers are so huge nowa¬ 
days. 

It is also being argued that 
if the new treaties are not 
.natlfied and put into effect, 
the canal will be sabotaged 
and that guerrilla warfare is 
likely to break out. Finally, 
it is argued that not only all 
of Latin America, but the 
entire 'Third World will be

against us if we fall to 
ratify. 

Frankly I am not willing 
to accept any of these argu¬ 
ments. First, if the Canal is 
obsolete by today’s require¬ 
ments, it can be brought up 
to today’s technical needs. 
Actually, the modernization 
of ttie Canal Is one of the 
possibilities envisioned In the 
new treaties. 

Moreover, the .underlying 
assumption that the future 
will see larger commercial 
and naval vessels Is debat¬ 
able. At resent oppos 11 e 
trends can be observ^ both 
towards larger and smaller 
ships. Actualy not much can 
be argued one way or the 
other on the basis of predic- 
itons about the importance 
of the Canal twenty or forty 
years from now. 

As for the second argu¬ 
ment, there has been no ef¬ 
fort at sabotaging the Canai 
in all its long history — and 
I doubt that we will see this 
condition change. An unin¬ 
terrupted operation of the 
Canal is vey much in Pana¬ 
ma’s economic interest, so 
that we can expect the 
Panamanian government to 
be as interested in protecting 
the Canal from sabotage as 
we are. 

'Third, 1 question the like¬ 
lihood of guerrilla warfare. 
The potential for small ter¬ 
rorist groups to enter the 
Zone of course does exist. 
But a large scale insurgency 
seems extremely unlikely. 
Panama Is no Vietnam In 
size or resources. 

Moreover, there is no near¬ 
by neighbor that is willing 
to aid in a liberation move¬ 
ment. General Torrijos prob¬ 
ably knows better than any¬ 
one the tragedy which would 
follow from a quixotic guer¬ 
rilla campaign ' and would 
move to prevent it. A ter¬ 
rorist war against the United 
States would mean that all 
life-sustaining revenues from 


the Canal would end for 
many years. 

I tiiink it has been a great 
mistake for propwents of 
the treaties both in official 
U.S. and in Panamcinian cir¬ 
cles to use the threats of 
sabotage and guerrilla war¬ 
fare as arguments for rati¬ 
fication. 'They can just as 
logically be used to justify 
rejecting the treaties and 
vastly increasing our mili¬ 
tary presesce in the Canal 
Zone. 

As for world opinion, I 
am not much concern e d 
about objections raised by 
Iron Curtain nations or the 
Third World. However the 
case of Latin America is dif¬ 
ferent. However, it seems 
that most Latin American 
nations, while publicly sup¬ 
porting Panama, are private 
ly reluctant to see the bene¬ 
fits of orderly U.S. adminis¬ 
tration of the Canal trans¬ 
ferred to an uncertain fate 
in the hands of an unstable 
Panama. 

An outright surrender or 
the Canal will not give us 
the respect or affection of 
the Latin American countries 
or of the Third World. On 
the contrary, it could be an 
incentive for more demands 
from other quarters. There 
are better arguments for the 
treaty, however, which I 
shall discuss in subsequent 
columns.

We’ve all had to spread our- 
[ selves rather thin. Between 
1968 and 1973, more than 
14,000 Je'wish young p)eoplo 
came to Christ, and ma,ny of 
these are presently in Bible 
colleges and theological sem¬ 
inaries and will be available 
for missionary service short¬ 
ly. For the present, we’ve got 
to keep traveling and estab¬ 
lishing fellowships. 

As much as possible, we 
work in conjunction with lo¬ 
cal churches, and as Jewish 
people come to believe in 
Christ and join the local 
cliurches, we don’t feel that 
they are lost to Judaism. For 
almost two thousand years 
it’s been taught that Judaism 
and Christianity are mutual¬ 
ly exclusive. This is wrong 
Ijecause the early apostles 
were Jewish, and Christian, 
too, and were not any less of 
either. 

Anti - Semites promote the 
notion that you ca.n’t ise 
Jewish and Christian be¬ 
cause they despise the Jews. 
Jewish rabbis tend to teach 
the same thing because if it 
were generally knowin, they 
fear that there might be a 
turning away from the syna¬ 
gogue to walk with Christ.”

Students who fall 
will be given special instruction and a maximium of 
four more diances to pass the test in their junior and 
senior years. State law requires students to pass the 
test to receive a diploma. The law also requires district 
programs of basics in English and mathematics. 

Pasadena’s Program of Minimum Essentials in Eng- 
Ifeli, for Grades 7-12 has bee nchosen by the California 
State Etepartment of Education as a model program to 
meet the law’s requirements. Because our program in¬ 
cludes minimum essentials for eleventh and tv/elfth grades 
also, it goes beyond state requirements and teaches im¬ 
portant communications skills In depth. 

Each semester of the English program is backed up 
with classroom sets of exercises and lessons for teachers 
to use to teach the minimum essentials. Special classes 
for students with serious reading problems will offer a 
modified program that ties In with students’ special needs. 
In all other English classes students will be given ade¬ 
quate opportunity to learn the required minimum essen¬ 
tials.

You’re right. Televisi o n 
apparently Isn’t aware of 
poor people, according to a 
recent report of the U.S. 
Commission on Civil Rights. 
In their report, “Window 
Dressing on the Set: Women 
and Minorities in Televi¬ 
sion,” the Commission states 
that generally telev i s i o n 
"presents a middle - class 
world in which characters 
are more likely to be rich 
than poor.” 

“In fact,” the report says, 
“poverty is ■virtually ignored 
— only 1.1 per cent of all 
characters were portrayed as 
very poor, 6 per cent of the 
white males, 7.4 per cent of 
the .nonwhite males and 5 
per cent of the nonwhite fe¬ 
males. There were no verj’ 
poor white females. 

To women this means 
that the medium either does 
not recognize poverty among 
women as one of the coun¬ 
try’s most pressings prob¬ 
lems, or that it is not a 
‘popular” subject. Until we 
be^n to acknowledge and 
Inform the nation that wo¬ 
men and their families are 
overrepresenled among the 
illation’s poor, we probably 
won’t do much to correct the 
problem. 

That means that affirma¬ 
tive action will not be taken 
too seriously; older women 
who are nearly twice as like¬ 
ly to be poor as man wdll 
continued to be ignored; and 
women will continue to lose 
ground in earnings in com¬ 
parison to men. 

Why not suggest this sub 
ject to your local station?

for ■women’s businesses. 

Weaver says that $100 mil¬ 
lion in guaranteed loans is 
available to help women get 
Into business. The money is 
needed he said, because wo¬ 
men own less than five per 
cent of the 13 million small 
firms In the nation. 

Lending institutions tradi¬ 
tionally have considered wo¬ 
men poor risks. Weaver says 
he is actively working to see 
that the banking system 
changes this view.
